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The  "Buffs"  started  off  the  season  with  a  slow  pick  up  but  after  their  first  game  with  Emory  and 
Henry  they  tightened  their  belts  and  held  Highpoint,  Roanoke  and  Maiyville  Colleges  to  score- 
less games.
